N. May 8 3 a. m.—Tokio newspa- 
pers are openly talking of war with France 
because of the persistent violation of neutral- 
ity in permitting the Baltic fleet to use French 
Cochin-China ports as a naval base. France, 
they declared, is openly | Russi to 
make War on Japan. 

The Times this morning 3 that the 
relations between France and Japan are rap- 
idly hurrying to a grave crisis, and says 
plainly that if Japan calls on Great Britain 
for ald Great Britain will give it. 

Further the Times asserts that it has rea- 
son to believe that Foreign Secretary Lans- 
downe has spoken strongly to the French 
government on the breaches of neutrality 
permitted to the Russian Pacific squadron. 


Japanese Feeling Runs High. 

The Times’ Tokio correspondent says that 

even when the country was on the verge of 
war with Russia the Japanese press did not 
show greater excitement and indignation 
than at present. Even the most sober jour- 
nals declare that France virtually has taken 
up arms against Japan, References to the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance are assuming a tone 
of marked impatience. It is plainly stated 
to be England’s duty to prevent interference 
by a third party, equally in the interests of 
her ally and for the sake of the world’s 
peace. It is declared impossible to longer 
plead inattention on behalf of France. She 
ie evidently deliberately placing every fa- 
cility at the disposal of the Russians, thereby 
constituting herself the latter’s active aly. 
On France alone will rest the responsibility 
for carrying matters beyond the realm of 
diplomacy. 

The Tokio newspapers | challienise France 
to abandon her double faced dealing, un- 
worthy of a great power, and declare frankly 
for Russia. They say, whereas that nation 
recently was revered ag the incarnation of 
liberty and sincerity, it now: has incurred 
deep discredit by ite breach of faith, They 
question whether France has fully counted 
the cost of earning the enmity of the newly 
arisen oriental state. They declare that she 
has created a situation of the gravest na- 
ture, since it is proved conclustvely that she 
has conniyed flagrantly at gross violations 
of neutrality, to the erent injury of Japan's 
vital interests. 

The united chambers of doummeres of Japan 
are concerting measures to cease all commer- 
cial transactions with French citizens. 


, Admits Situation Is Grave. 

Commenting first on Hongkong dispatches 
giving complete details of the occupation of 
Kamranh bay by the Russian feet, the Times 
declares: 

“Of the gravity of these Parte, if they are 
accurately stated, there ean be no two opin- 
ions. 

Then, referring to its own dispateh from 
Tokio, it says: 

** We cannot affect to treat these utterances 
with indifference as signs of ttle moment. 
No more deplorable error could be committed 
across the channel than to suppose that the 
complaints of our ally on this subject can 
be treated with Nght heart.

neutrality of France rests merely on words. 
The fact that all reports of movements of the 
Baltic fleet emanate from merchantmen 


proves that French organs of communication 
are acting in Russian interests. France has 
thus joined Russia in opposing Japan.” 


FRANCE VIOLATED NEUTRALITY. 
(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBS.] 
HONGKONG, May 7.—The following is the 
cable dispatch which the French authorities 
at Saigon on April 30 refused to allow to be 
transmitted. It proves conclusively France 
persistently violated neutrality by supplying 


| Russian warships, thus enabling them to pre- 


paré for battle with the Japanese fleet or to 
prey upon neutral commerce. The dispatch 
or originally offered for transmission was: 

“ My visit to Kamranh bay and my personal 
observations have convinced me that without 
French assistance in allowing the Baltic 
fleet to rendesvous at Kamranh bay and 
recelve the fullest supplies of coal and cattle, 
water, and fresh and other provisions, and 
to make full use of the French telegraphs, the 
Russian fleet would have been in sad straits. 

When the Russian ships arrived on April 
15 they were dangerously short of supplies. 
The fact that Kamranh is a magnificent bay, 
which is held, by the Marquis Bartelimy 
Pontalis, who, as a concessionnaire, is allowed 
to receive a cargo and transship without its 
passing through the French customs sug- 
gests prearrangement with the knowledge of 
the French officials. 

“Immense quantities of coal and other 
stores had been stored at Saigon with full 
knowledge of the French authorities that 
they were for the use of the Baltic fleet, and 
for months these supplies were ready for 


nt. 
The reprovisioning of the Russian ves- | 


sels proceeded under the direction of Prince 
Lieven, captain of the interned ‘Russian 
cruiser Diana. He was assisted by M. Gins- 
<a a Russian naval contractor who came 

to Saigon for the purpose. Captains of 
French and German vessels were. paid enor- 
mous sums for carrying Saigon 
to Kamranh bay. 

France Takes No Notice. 

18 During nearly the whole time the fleet was 
replenishing its supplies no attempt was 
made by the French government to check 
this violation of neutrality until I cabled 
what was actually occurring. Then, on April 
23, Admiral de Jonquires, the French naval 
commander, advised the Russians to cease 
taking aboard supplies and to hasten their 
Geparture from French territorial waters. 
The admiral then left for Whatrang, after 
arranging with an agent at Kamranh bay 
to tele h him when the Russians left. 
Instead of leaving, however, the Rissians 
continued their work as usual. 

On an average of three transports arrived 
daily and the warships entered the harbor, 
coaled and departed, using the harbor as a 
base. 


“Admiral de Jonquires returned on April 
24, after further remonstrances had been 
made to the French by Japan. ‘The Russians 
left the following morning, having thus been 
allowed ten days in which to receive the 
fullest supplies, They only lett, however, 
when their transports were empty. 

“Your correspondent personally boarded 
the French steamer Quangnam which had 


a full cargo of contraband which was being | 


dischar under the superintendency of two 
Russian paymasters. Junks and other boats 
were carrying these supplies to the Russian 
cruisers in the presence of the French flag- 
ship, the crusier Descartes. 


: Russian Fleet Fully Supplied.

With the Forty-fourth general assembly 
adjourned sine die and its work up for review 
two facts become apparent. One is that Gov. 
Deneen has redeemed his own personal 
pledges and those of the republican party in 
the state in good measure. The other is that 
“reform activity is not e el an un- 
mixed good. 

primary law has been kept and the law has 
gone beyond the pledges. It presents some- 
thing to the state far in advance.of anything 
mentioned either by the party platform or 
by Gov. Deneen in his campaign speeches, 

This is the one important measure pre- 
sented to the legislature in which the reform- 
ers did not attempt to interfere. 

The civil service pledge has been kept in 
part. The law enacted is as far underneath 
the party pledge as the primary law is beyond 
it. This is the measure in which the reform- 
ers interfered the most. 

The Chicago charter acts are not as far 
reaching and are not as numerous as the 
friends of charter legislation hoped to get. 
‘Behind these measures there were all sorts 
and conditions of advocates—reformers, city 
officials, prominent citizens, state officials, 
attorneys, and, incidentally, members of the 
legislature. 

Comparisons Tell the Story. 

Considering that the act which has suc- 
ceeded the most is the one in connection with 
which there was no interference on the part 
of reformers, and that the act which has met 
with the worst fate was the one in which the 
interference was the most persistent, there 
would seem to be a connection between the 
two facts disclosed by the work of the legis- 
lature. 

In addition to getting results on legislation 
which had been promised before the legis- | 
lature met, the state administration took up 
the gas fight and carried it through to asuc- 
cessful finish. In this case the reform asso- 
ciations and the city officials started the 
“popular wave” without which the legis- 
lature might not have been so easily handled 
in the end and without which the adminis- 
tration might not have been so determined 
to secure the legislation. 

After the outcry that was made for the 
rate regulation bill it became a matter of 
necessity with the republican state and the 
Cook county organization to make good on 
the measure. 

With the exception of the gas bill there 
was no important measure which would not 
haye been better served If the Chicago re- 
formers had remained in Chicago and passed 
resolutions from the distance. This is the )

“Reformers” as Irritants. © 
The lack of success which usually attends 
the efforts of the reformers in the legislature 
geems to be due to the fact that they get on 
the “nerves” of the politicians. Against 
them during the session just closed it was 
complained that they were without tact and 
did not understand the value of diplomacy. 

To resort to denunciation every time they 
met with an obstacle was to, set the polfti- 
cians more firmly against them.

LAKE OF LAVA MAY EXPLODE 


| Island of Hatwail Years a 


Full to Overflowing.

HONOLULU, May 7.—The three mile long 
crater of Kilauea, a constantly agitated lake 
of liquid lava, is showing great activity, and 
fears are felt that the enormous mass may 
be thrown into the air by an explosion and 
overwhelm a part of the island of Hawai 


The burning lava in the great . the 
largest in the world, is steadily rising. Should 
the pressure increase there is *. danger 
of a terrific eruption. 

Kilaue* ts the ehlid of Mauna Loa, but has 
far outgrown its parent in size, although not 
in the constancy of flow. It is sixteen miles 
from Mauna Loa and fifteén miles nearer the 
town of Hilo, whose inhabitants have sev- 
eral times been thrown into a state of terror 
by the lava flow from Mauna Loa. 

Fishermen on the east coast of Hawali say 
Kilauea has never presented as grand a 
sight as in the last few days. 


Whole Island in Danger. 

On account of the relative smaller height 
of Kilauea, an eruption from it might not 
reach the north coast, but it is feared Mauna 
Loa, which is 7,000 feet higher and in the 
center of the island, wonld be exploded by 
the eruption of the other and cover the whole 
island. 

Hilo is considered safe from a mere over- 
flow of Kilauea, and it is only an explosive 
eruption that is feared. The overflows from 
Kilauea usually go down the south and west

LITTLE VIOLENCE. ON SUNDAY. 


Man Is Injured at Employers’ Barn and 
Several Are Assaulted at 
Other Places. 


Strike violence was confined to minor dis- 
turbances and personal encounters yesterday. 

Albert Weils, colored. a nenunion teamster, 
Was shot in the wrist in the evening as he 
came from the Employers’ Teaming company 
, barn, Eighteenth and Dearborn streets. His 
assailant, he declared, was a union picket. 

After firing into a crowd of disappearing 
assailants, J. Gillen, a negro, retreated to his 
house at 4718 Wentworth avenue last night 
and barricaded the doors, A riot call sent to 
the stockyards station brought a wagonicad 
of police, who found the house surrounded 
and being pelted with stones by a dozen men. 
Gillen denies being a strike breaker. 

While Bradley Humphreys, a colored por- 
ter, was walking in State street, near Indi- 
ana, in the evening, he was assaulted by two 
white men, Humphreys ran ta the Criminal 
Court building, where hé jumped down into 
the areaway leading to the engine room and 
hid behind the boilers, Sergeant Pearsall from 


him. 

Henry Ryan, employed as a cook in the 
stables of the Adams Express company, was 

attacked by strikers at Clinton and Adams 
streets and beaten into uncon ess 
He was taken to the courity hospital. 

James Williams, accused of assaulting 
Joseph Gilman, an express company employé, 
at Madison and Green streets, was arrested 
by Detectives Bonner and McDonald. Gil- 
man was Surrounded and beaten by four men 
said to be striking teamsters. 

An argument concerning the strike ended 
when Stanley Bilek seized an fron bar in the 
home of August Powell, 523 South Morgan 
street, and struck the latter on the leg, break- 
ing it. Bilek was arrested. 

Four union “ sluggers " invaded La Grange 
on Saturday—to find out that things were dif- 
ferent there. They attacked an Adams Ex- 
press delivery wogan, cutting the harness 
and assaulting the driver, Oscar Lindbloom. 
Lindbloom shouted for aid and a crowd of 
men and boys came to his assistance, forcing 
the pickets to flee. They were followed 
through the village and to Riverside, almost 
three miles away, where three were arrested. 
The fourth escaped by swimming the Des- 
plaines river. 

George Thomas, colored, 30 years old, 1230 
Indiana avenue, was stabbed in the left 
eye last night by a man known to the police 
as T. Wells while at 1242 Indiana avenue. 
Thomas, the police say, isa strike break- 
er and came to Chicago from St. Louis. 


WILL TRY FOR PEACE AGAIN. 


“Neutral” Team Owners to Make An- 
other Effort to Put an End 
to the Strike. 


The committee of neutral team own- 
ers, consisting of Jonathan Jackson, J. M. 
Taft, and T. J. Cavanaugh, will make an- 
other attempt today to bring about peace. 

“I do not think that the points at issue 
between the two factions ever have been 
defined clearly, and we believe that a set- 
tlement ought to be arrived at for the gen- 
eral good of the public.“ said Mr. Jackson last 
night. 

This committee will meet President Shea 
this morning, after which it will seek a con- 
ference with the employers. It probably 
cannot carry any word to the employers ex- 
cept the reiteration by Shea that all his men 
must be taken back before any other agree-

Another “ fight to the finish is scheduled 
to begin today. It comes as a result of the 
attempt of the Employers’ associatiorto drag 
the transfer companies into the fight. It 
will be between the Employers’ Teaming 
company and the Chicago Team jOwner's | 
association. 

The first sign of the struggle was seen 


Chicago Federation of Labor calling for a 
special grand jury to indict certain employ- 
ers for “conspiring” against the business 
of the Arthur Dixon Transfer company and 
others. 

On its outward aspect this action appeared 
to be a move of revenge on the part of the 
labor leaders under indictment for conspir- 
ing to injure the business of Montgomery 
Ward & Co. But these resolutions were 
drawn up at a et conference between a 
committee of the team owners and President 
Shea of the teamsters’ union. Their object 
is to frighten the employers into withdrawing 
the pressure which they had planned to bring 
today wit 
member of the Team Owners’ association. 


Team. Owner Defines Position. 

Said a member of the association last 

night: 
The attempt ot employers to force 
the five transfer companies into line thus 
far has failed utterly. Morton has failed 
to break the contracts which Dixon has with 
the railroads. 

The employers had 108 tomorrow as the 
day to start the big war upon the entire or- 
ganization of team owners. These federa- 
tion resolutions and the grand jury threat 
may serve to scare them off a little. 

“ Ever since this strike began the employ- 
ers have appeared to recognize the fact that 
they needed us badly to win. J. M. Taft of 
the association was offered the place of su- 
perintendent of the teaming company if he 
would swing into line. Representatives of 
one State street store offered that store's 
contracts to a certain firm provided it would 
swing. Overtures were made by other firms 
and finally a test was made of the five firms 
doing the rallroad transportation business. 
This has failed. We stick with Shea. If 
we give in our business would be demoral- 
ized and some other man would get it in the 
windup.” 

Are Asked to Join Employers. 

The men who received the ultimatum from 
Secritary Job of the Employers’ association 
were Arthur Dixon, Joseph Stockton, Will- 
iam P. Rend, Steven Clarke, and Christopher 
M. Lynch, or their agents. They were told 
that their attitude in falling in ne with the 
unions and breaking contracts of delivery to 
unfair houses was not agreeable, and 
that they must live up to 1 * contracts or 
suffer the results. 

What these consequences were was sug- 
gested rather than named. It was hinted that 
Mark Morton of the Employers’ association 
had a voice in the distribution of the con- 
tracts for five railroads entering Chicago, and 
it was considered a significant thing that the 
men who were pounced upon do a large share 


| of the raflroad transportation of the city. 


Deny Inspiring Federation Action. 
The team owners generally would not admit 


they had put the federation of labor up 


to its conspiracy charges. Arthur Dixon 
was not in Chicago. In his absence his son, 
Willian Dixon,ia member of the firm, denied 
any con.ection with the conspiracy charges. 

I am certain,” he said, that nothing of 
the sort could emanate fromthe team own- 
ers. We have had nothing to do with it and 
would not supply any evidence to the federa- 
‘jon. We are trying to do our business under 
the conditions as best we can, avoiding any 
complications like this.“ 

Mr. Lynch appeared to appreciate that the 
labor leaders were seeking to tring about 
something to his advantage, although deny- 
ing any active effort on his part. 

“I will not oppose the carrying out of 
these resolutions, he said, nor will I aid 
the federation in getting up any evidence 
that the employers are trying to ruin my 
business. i do not believe that Mr. Morton 
and his associates could break my contracts.“ 


Contracts Explained by Morton, 

Mark Morton, president of the Employers’ 
Teaming company, who was named as one 
of the conspirators threatened with in- 
dictment, said: 

Many of the team owners of this city have 
teaming contracts under which they are re- 
quired to deliver merchandise in the city, 
anywhere and to anybody to whom it is con- 
signed. To refuse to so deliver violates the 
words of the contract. If these team owners 
continue in their refusal to make deliveries, 
their contracts will be canceled for viola- 
tion, and they have been so notified. 

It this is a crime, then, speaking as one 
who is not a lawyer, I should say we would 
commit a hundred crimes, because the mem- 
bers of the Employers’ associations, when 
they make contracts, perform them, and they 
exact that the team owners shall do like- 
wise.” 

Issue Is Plain, Says Mayer. 

Levy Mayer, attorney for the Employers’ 
association, declined to discuss in detail the 
charge of conspiracy made by the unions 
against officials of the association. 

“We will not permit the issue to be 
clouded,” he stated. We will take good care 
to thwart the well known tactics of the scut- 
tle fish which muddies the water while it és- 
capes. The Employers’ association cannot be 
put on the defensive. We know the methods 
of those who are misleading the rank and file 
of the teamsters. 

“There is no danger of the tables being 
turned. The Employers’ association has but 
one demand and it will not be driven from it. 
Have the members or have they not the right 
to a free and uninterrupted use of the streets? 
Shall they be permitted to select their own 
teamsters or shall their teamsters be slugged 
and waylaid because they don’t carry the pass 
of the teamsters’ council? 

Are the people of this country prepared 
to surrender the reins of municipal govern- 
ment into the irresponsible hands of a team- 
sters’ strike committee? It is slapping the 
truth in the face for any one, whether he be 
a mayor, or otherwise, to say there is no 
violence and that everything is peaceable 
in this city.

Writing of the present Russian political 
movement from the standpoint of a radical 
representafive from the interior of Russia, 
he said:

Springfield, III, May 7.—[Special }—With

this morning. adjourning at 4:50 a. m. on 
motion of Representative Trautmann.

When, to carry out 
the formalities of the occasion, the house 
sent its clerk, John Reeve, to notify the sen- 
ate that “the house was about to adjourn,” 
it. was found that the senators had slipped 
away without flourish of trumpets. 

Reeve's report when he came back to the 
cluster of representatives who were carrying 
on the work of making laws for the state 
was: 

“I couldn’t find the senate, so I threw the 
notification on the floor.” 


The measures which the house passed aft- 
er midnight were unimportant with the ex- 
ception of the Chicago charter bill for a 
new article to the cities and villages act. 
The board of trade bill, the only other im- 
portant measure considered, was defeated 
after an exciting session with the lobbyists 
who erowded the hall. 

Speaker Shurtleff insisted that the floor 
should be cleared before this bill was taken 
up. He carried his insistence to the point 
of. asserting that the house would adjaurm 
without further consideration of bills un- 
less the hall were left to the members and 
unless the lobbyists withdrew. Instead of 
withdrawing. the lobbyists only shifted their 
positions from one place to another until 
finally Representative Shanahan organized 
a pos*e to chase them out from under the 
galleries. The hall finally was cleared’ and 
the bill considered. 

When it came to a roll call it falled to pass. 
the vote being 73 to 63, it thus lacking four 
votes of a constitutional majority. | 


Closing Hours Bring Protests. 


With this and the Chicago charter bill out 
of the way the legislature devoted the closing 
two hours to passing bills of small importance 
to the state at large but of interest to in- 
dividual members. 

By constant desertions the quorum was 
dissipated until by 4 o'clock bills were passed 
by the courtesy of the reading clerk, who 
heard votes not voted. The passage of meas- 
ures without a quorum finally brought forth 
an energetic opposition from the few demo- 
crats remaining, anda group collected around 
the desk trying to stop further proceedings. 

Representative Mitchell became especially 
energetic in protesting against the illegal 


procedures. 

„ This is a shame, he yelled to Speaker 
Shurtleff. ‘‘ You talk about reform. Here 
you are passing bills without aquorum. It’s 
a shame. You've no right to do it.“ 


Square Deal Promised. 


Mitchell endeavored to call attention to 
the fact that it was 5 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing and that the legislature, by joint reso- 
lution, was adjourned at midnight, and there- 
fore could have no official existence. Heand 
the other protesting democrats were unable 
to stop the program which had been ar- 
ranged. Shurtleff had told the members of 
the house that every man should have a 
fair deal with his bills before the leg: lature 
adjourned, and he kept the small grcup of 
members, which acted as a quorum, at it un- 
til broad day light. 

The last measure the house passed wa; the 


Representative Oglesby of the joint com- 
mittee on enrolled and engrossed bills was 
requested to remain in Springfield. for six 
days to see that the bills passed yesterday 
and this morning are properly prepared for 
presentation to the governor. It is expected

Do you then include the telephone as one

we now have a corporation telephone. I 
have endeayored to execute the will of the

INSTRUCTIVE BOSTON EXPERI 

A few years ago Josiah Quincy was 
elected mayor of Boston. He was anxious 
to benefit, the community and make nume 
for. himself. He had confidence in his 
administrative ability and thought it would 
not find sufficient exercise in the compara- 
tively narrow field of action to which his 
predecessors had ‘confined themselves. He 
had read of Glasgow and he felt that the 
municipal activities of Boston were entirely | 
too limited. So he set out to make that city 
an American Glasgow. He had confidence | 
in the ability of Boston to do at less expense 
many things that private cor- 
porations had been doing for it. 

He noticed that the city paid heary bills 
for printing: He could see no reason why it 
ghould not have its own printing plant and 
share the profit which the men who bad 
the contracts had been making.
